NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th September, 1991 

No. NHB- VDS. 1 /91 :—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (hh) of section 14 of the National Housing 
Bank Act, 1987 (53 of 1987), the National Housing Bank hereby frames the following scheme for the purposes of 
the said clause, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement:— 

(1) This scheme maybe called the National Housing Bank (Voluntary Deposits) Scheme, 1991. 

(2) It shall co me into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions—In this Scheme, unless the context otherwise requires:—. 

(a) ‘’account’’ means an account opened under this Scheme ; 

(b) "Act" means the Voluntary Deposits (Immunities and Exemptions) Act, 1991 (47 of 1991); 

(c) "depositor" means any person by whom money is deposited in an account;

(d) “Deposit Office’’ means anybranch or branch office of the SFate Bank of India constituted under the State 
Bank of India Act, 1955 (23 of 1955), or of the Central Bank of India, Bank of India, Punjab National 
Bank, Bank of Baroda, Canara Bank, Union Bank of India, or Allahabad Bank constituted under section 
3 of the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970) or of the 
Andhra Bank constituted under section 3 of the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Under¬ 
takings) Act, 1980 (40 of 1980), and authorised by the National Housing Bank, to receive deposit under 
this Scheme; 

(e) all other words and expressions used in this Scheme, but not defined and defined in the Act, shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in that Act; 

(f) “Form’’ means a form appended to this Scheme. 

3, Application for Opening an account.— 

(1) Every depositor who is desirous of opening an account or accounts, as the case may be before the specified 
date shall apply to the deposit office in Form A or as near thereto as possible and tender the amount of deposit in 
cash or by cheque or by pay order or by demand draft, along with the application. 

(2) On receipt of an application under sub-paragraph (1), the deposit office shall open an account in the n ame 
of the depositor. 

(3) Where deposit is made in cash, a pass book shall be issued to the depositor by the deposit office indicatin g 
the name of the depositor, the amount of deposit made, the date of deposit and the account number, duly initialled 
by an authorised official of the deposit office. 

(4) Where the deposit is made by cheque or by pay order or by demand draft, then subject to such cheque, 
pay order or demand draft being realised, the deposit office shall issue a provisional receipt to the depositor indicat¬ 
ing the name of the depositor, the amount of deposit made the date of deposit and the account number, duly initialled 
by an authorised official of the deposit office. 

(5) After realisation of the cheque, or payorder, or by demanddraft, as the case maybe, the pass book referred 
to in sub-paragraph (3) shall be issued to the depositor in exchange of the provisional receipt. 

(6) If the deposit is made by a cheque or by pay order or by demand draft, then, subject to such cheque or 
pay order or demand draft being realised, the eficctive date of deposit for the purposes of the Act will be the date on 
which the cheque or pay order or demand draft is received by the deposit office alongwith the application made 
under sub-paragraph (1). 

4. Amount and number of deposits.— 

(1) The account shall be opened with a deposit of a minimum of ten ihousand rupees and all ftirther deposits 
will be made in multiples of one thousands rupees. 

(2) There shall be no restriction on the number of deposits and the amount of depot it made under this Scheme. 

5. Ciredit of Forty per cent in the Special Fund.— 

(1) The deposit office shall, in respect of each deposit, credit forty per cent of the amount out of such deposit 
in the account of the National Housing Bank and the said Bink shall credit the same amount to the corpus of a 
special fund to be constituted under the National Housing Bank Act, 1987 (53 of 1987). 

(2) Tlie amount credited to the special fund referred in sub-paragraph (1) shall vest in the said special ffind. 

6. Utilisation of the amount of the Special Fund — 

The National Husing Bank shall utilise the amount credited in the special and fund referred to in paragraph 
5 for the purpose of financing slum clearnace and low cost housing for the poor. 

7 . period of deposit—There shall be no .lock-in period for the net deposit made under this scheme. 

8. Interest on deposits—No interest shall be allowed in respect of deposits made under this scheme. 

9. Utilisation of the net deposit.— , 

(1) A depositor may, at any time after making the deposit, if he so desires, apply in Form B or as near thereto 
as possible indicating broadly the purpose or purposes for which the amount is being withdrawn. 
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(2) On receipt of the application made under sub-paragraph (1), the deposit office shall immediately issue a 
crossed account payee cheque to the depositor for the amount specified in Form B and debit the account of the 
depositor for the said amount. 

(3) There shall be no restriction on the number of withdrawals and the amount of withdrawal under this 
Scheme. 

10. Issue of Certificates—On each withdrawal under paragraph 9, the deposit office shall issue a certificate m 
Form C, or as near thereto as possible, to the depositor. 

11. Nomination by the Depositor.— 

(1) A depositor may nominate in Form D or as near thereto as possible, one or more ptrsons but not exceeding 
three to receive the amount standing to his credit in the account in the event of his death. 

(2) No nominations shall be made respect of an account opened on behalf of a minor or Hindu Undivided 
Family or a firm or a company or an association of person or a body of individuls. • 

(3) A nomination made by a dep' sitor may be cancelled or varied by a fresh nomination in Form E or as near 
thereto as possible, by givii g notice in writing to the deposit office in which the account stands. 

(4) Every nomination and every cancellation or vai k tion thereof shall be icgistticd m the deposit office a rd 
shall be effective Iromthe date of such registration, the partioulais of which shall be entered in the pass book. 

(5) If the nominee is a minor, the depositoi may appoint any person to receive the amoui t due under the 
account in the event of the death of the depositor during the minority of the nominee.
